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DETAILED ACTION 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Artelsmair et al. (US Pub. 2008/0156781) discloses a method for 
controlling and/or regulating a welding apparatus. Ogasawara et al. (US Pat. 
4,546,234) discloses an output control of short circuit welding power source. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 30-56 is indicated because the prior art of record does not show or suggest a 
dynamically regulating a rate of advancement and reversal of said consumable 
electrode within a short circuit welding cycle and instantaneously altering a melting rate 
of said consumable electrode during each of said plurality of welding cycles in response 
to a predetermined voltage variations that are indicative a short circuit or a short circuit 
rupture event that occurs during said short circuit welding cycle as recited in claims 30- 
56.
